It is no w the general o pinio n that 
the fo remo st questio n befo re Co n­ 
gress when it meets in the first week 
o f December will be that o f the pre­ 
paratio n o f tin- Cnited States fo r de­ 
fense against the rising tide o f mili­ 
tarism that threatens to destro y the 
mo st sacred rights o f natio ns and in­ 
div iduals. 
The questio n has many 
phases. 
There are ex cellent Ameri­ 
cans, men and wo men, who think o f 
it almo st who lly fro m the standpo int 
o f ultimate aims 
and 
ideals, 
and 
w h o s e discussio n is alo ng lines o f 
ethical principle. 
There are o thers, 
— also o f the generalizing trend o f 
mind,— who think in terms o f bro ad 
practical po licy and o f legal fo rm u­ 
las, and are bent upo n the co nstruc­ 
tio n o f wo rld institutio ns to pro v ide 
defense fo r all natio ns alike. 
There 


are o thers o f a mo re co ncrete an< 
direct way o f thinking and 
acting. | 
They try to lo o k at 
things ex actly as 
they are, and to he ready fo r emer­ 
gen cies that might arise suddenly . 
They think o f what might co nfro nt 
u- many y ears befo re internatio nal 
justice co uld he guaranteed by means 
o f a stro ng o rganizatio n centered at 
The Hague. 
They a-k fo r insurance 
against o nslaughts that might 
take 
place lo ng befo re the sw ay o f ethical 
ideals co uld he relied upo n to pro tect 
the weaker against the stro nger. 


This magazine has no altered v iews 
to ex press upo n any phase o f these 
questio ns o f war, peace,natio nal aims 
and public duty , 
it has discussed 
them o ften during the past twenty - 
fiv e y ears, and it- edito rial do ctrines 
hav e no t changed at any time as re­ 
gards the missio n, duty , and po licy 
o f the United States. 
This perio d­ 
ical, in its edito rial v iews and in its 
co ntributo rs’ pages, has 
cared 
a> 
much fo r the fine ideals o f peace and 
wo rld pro gress and harmo ny as J ane 
Addams, o r Mr-.

S E V E R A L O PIN IO N S GIVEN 
ON PE N A L FARM Q U ESTIO N S 


Policemen Entitled Only to Traveling 
Expenses When Taking Pris­ 
oners to Institution. 


Sev eral o pinio ns hav e been giv en 
by Richard Milburn, atto rney general 
relativ e to the state penal farm. 
The 
o pinio ns inv o lv e the transpo rtatio n o f 
priso ners, fees allo wed by law 
and 
punishment o f escaped priso ners. 
In reply to William C. Ball, secre­ 
tary o f the ho ard o f trustees o f the 
Indiana state farm, 
the 
atto rney - 
general said that the questio n o f 
whether priso ners, who escape fro m 
the state farm shall be sent to the 
state priso n o r to the reo frrnato ry — 
under the special law passed by the 
19 15 assembly , pro v iding 
a 
priso n 
term in the state priso n fo r such o f­ 
fender-— is no t o ne fo r the bo ard o f 
trustees o f the institutio n o r fo r the 
atto rney -general to decide, but must 
rest 
with the judge o f the circuit 
co urt-, {» ending a change in the law 
hv the nex t legislature. 
This ques­ 
tio n was laid befo re Go v erno r R als­ 
to n a day o r two ago and he .-nid he 
wo uld ask the legislature to change 
the law so that a judge might hav e 


taking a priso ner to the farm fro m a 
city co urt, wo uld be paid his trav el­ 
ing ex pense by the city , hut wo uld 
receiv e no o ther remuneratio n ex cept 
his regular salary fro m th e^ ity . Un­ 
der a sectio n o f the statute it might 
be po ssible fo r the city to reco v er the 
co st o f such transpo rtatio n fro m the 
co unty inv o lv ed, Milburn said. 
The atto rney -general also held that 
the trav eling fees— 4 cents 
a 
mile 
each w ay — o f a sheriff taking priso n­ 
ers to the state farm wo uld be no 
mo re o r less whether the sheriff to o k 
o ne priso ner o r a do zen, altho ugh the 
law wo uld allo w 4 cents a mile, o ne 
way , trav eling 
ex penses 
fo r 
each 
priso ner so transpo rted.

COST OF JOHN BARLEYCORN. 
The credit side of the account of a 
city with John Barleycorn is very w ide­ 
ly advertised by the liquorites. 
They 
endeavor to make the public believe 
that there is no debit side and far too 
few communities take the trouble to 
investigate and discover what is paid 
out of their treasuries to offset the li­ 
cense money paid in by the saloons. 
At the instigation of Governor Brum­ 
baugh of Pennsylvania, Philadelphia’s 
account w ith the liquor traffic has been 
carefully figured up and given to the 
public. It shows that John Barleycorn 
costs the city each year more than 
$8,000,000; that more than one-half of 
the ex pense of the police department 
of the great city is made necessary by 
the liquor traflle; that the per cent of 
ex pense of other departments of the 
city government, due to alcohol is, sui­ 
cides, 75 per cent; home for the in­ 
digent, 60 per cent; general hospital, 
35 per cent; county prison, 80 per 
cent; district attorney’s office, 80 per 
cent; clerk of the quarter sessions, 80 
per cent; juvenile court, 50 per cent. 
Such figures certainly reflect upon 
the common business sense of the man 
voters of Philadelphia, especially in 
view of the statement in the report, 
that “the sum of $3,000,000 is far in 
ex cess of the money paid into the 
treasury for liquor licenses.’’ 
A similar problem in civic economy 
should be presented to the voters of 
every city which tolerates the liquor 
traffic.

homes, your families, and your de­ 
cency. 
The saloon is doomed; the an­ 
tisaloon sentiment already holds the 
balance of power in the United States. 
In God’s good time we are going to 
sing ‘My Country 'Tis of Thee,’ and 
there won’t be a saloon in it. 
We 
might as well try to dam Niagara 
Falls with toothpicks as try to stem 
the great tide of temperance reform 
that is sweeping our country.’’ 


A N A T U R A L HANDIC AP. 
The Life Ex tension institute is an 
organization which is fighting disease 
through publicity. 
Its membership 
includes some of the greatest living 
scientists and educators. 
These au­ 
thorities have put forth many rad­ 
ical 
statements concerning alcohol. 
They declare that the present antag­ 
onistic attitude of several European 
monarchs 
towards this 
“deadening 
drug” is fully warranted by scientific 
evidence. 
“Alcohol,” they say, “is a 
handicap for a nation at war.

big-brained, strong-fibered men upon 
whom has fallen the tremendous bur­ 
den of guiding great nations through 
the greatest crisis in history.”

It will take place around the first of 
October and will be the forerunner of 
a nation wide, one day strike of wo­ 
men that will have the same object— 
to answer the often advanced argu­ 
ment of the anti-suffragists that “ wo- j 
man’s place is in the home.”
